least one filtering element for detection, and at least one detecting element housed 
inside said at least one measuring cell to detect levels of the substance having passed 
through the at least one filtering element, wherein said device comprises a wall formed 
as part of said at least one measuring cell, said wall movable in a fluidtight manner 
between a withdrawn position, in which said at least one measuring cell has a maximum 
volume, and a forward position, in which said at least one measuring cell has a 
minimum volume, movement between the forward and withdrawn positions producing a 
pumping effect which draws the airborne substance through the at least one filtering 
element and into the at least one measuring cell for detection, and wherein the at least 
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one detecting element is prevented from being impressed by resting against a shutter 
surface of said at least one measuring cell. -
